WASHINGTON, June 11.—Boris Bakh* 
meteff, the Russian Ambassador, preé- 
sented to the State Department today a

livered -the document at the request of 
V. A. ‘Maklakoff, the Russian Ambas- 
sador to France, who has also cabled 
it to the Foreign Offices of all the allied 
nations. The resolution is intended for 
President Wilson, who is informed by 
the terms of the communication that the 
Russian democracy approves of allied 
aid, and, if. contrary. information, has 
been received by the President, its origin 
must have been in Bolshevist sources. 

The Cadet Party is.the foremost in- 
tellectual organization in Russia de- 
voted to democratic principles, and its 
high standing gives weight to the res- 
olutions of its Central Committee. No 
formal statement concerning Ambassa- 
dor Bakhmeteff’s action was obtain- 
able’ from ‘the. Russian Embassy, but 
the resolution ‘is understood to ex- 
press the hopes and views of Russian 
democratic diplomatic representatives 
throughout the world, except, of course, 
those who were sent out by the Bojshe- 
vist régime. The diplomatic representa- 
tives of the former Russian Government 
have been in cable communication on 
the question of the best means of 
rescuing Russia from becoming a Ger- 
man vassal State and restoring her to 
an independent position in the family of 
nations. 

Evidence- of - Organized Effort. 

While heretofore many Russians of 
prominence were known ‘to favor allied 
intervention, there has. been no. concrete 
official evidence furnished to this Gov- 
ernment of any organized effort of re- 
sponsible Russians toward that end. 
The resolution. presented ‘to the State 
Department today for the consideration 
of Presidént Wilson shows that this or- 
ganized effort exists, and that the pres- 
ence ‘of allied troops within Russia's 
boundaries would. be welcomed by the 
best elements of the population. The 
Constitutional Democrats represent the 
most moderate element, Official infor- 
mation has been received in Washing- 
ton that their view concerning the char- 
acter of the aid hoped for from the 
allied nations is shared. by the Social 
Revolutionists, Who. have consistently 
declined fo. co-operate» with the Bol- 
sheviki.

Fighting activity. which had been 
foderate throughout the day, re- 
vived only on both sides of the 
Somme. After the firing had great- 
ly increased, the enemy attacked in 
the evening between the Ancre and 
‘tthe Somme. A local break-through 
‘by the enemy on the Corbie-Braye 
road was brought to a standstill by 
@ counterattack. On the rest of 
the front the attack broke down 
with sanguinary losses. 

During the two storming days, 
the attack by the army of General 
von Hutier led ‘to the intended re- 
‘suits and put us in possession of 
the hilly district southwest of No- 
yon. The thrust was directea 
against the strongest position of 
the enemy, who was deeply éch- 
loned in preparation for the at- 
tack. In spite of this, the. French 
divisions could not withstand the 
impetuous attack of our troops. 
Divisions of the French Army re- 
gerves, who were brought up for 
centralized counterattacks, were 
also repulsed yesterday in bitter 
fighting. 

On the right wing of the attack 

_the troops, under General von 
Ocetinger, maintained the lines 
which had been captured from the 
enemy, south of Aséainvillers, 
against violent counterattacks.

To attempt today to deal with. this: 


frightful struggle in terms of: the 
episodes of suffering and heroism of 
which it is composed would rather 
obscure its pressing significance. 
Let this single incident serve as a 
type: A number of men belonging to 
a detachment of dismounted cavalry 
defending Plemont got away last 
evening. They say that when they 
left fourteen assaults upon the hill 
there had been repulsed and the 
remnant of the garrison was ‘still 


heedless of what the others ‘were ac- 
complishing. 

While attempting to do this, the 
Germans came under the fire of the 
allied batteries and groups of machine 
guns, which possess accurate ranges 
of all points. 

This fierce opposition offered by the 
allied troops seems to have disconcert- 
ed the. German high command, which 
expected to be able to reduce the al- 
lied salient around Noyon much more 
easily. 

The enemy guns were busy all day 
yesterday and last night, but were well 
countered by the allied artillery. In 
addition, the wind changed its direc- 
tion, and tens of thousands of. poison 
gas shells fired by the Germans did 
more damage to themselves than to 
the Allies. 

The German losses-under the direct 
fire of the French artillery have béen 
horrible. Every time:the Allies coun- 
terattack they find the ground covered 
with German dead. 

An epic struggle took place near 
Plemont, where the small garrison of 
dismounted cavalrymen may still be 
holding, out. French soldiers who 
managed to get through the German 
lines late yesterday asserted that, be- 
fore they left, the Germans had de- 
livered several terrific assaults,. all.of; 
which had -been -repulsed with heavy: 
losses for the enemy. 

Several villages, including Mery, 
Belloy, and St. Maur, changed owner- 
ship a number of times yesterday. At 
no moment was it possible to say posi- 
tively that this or that place was oc-, 
cupied by the enemy or the Allies, 
such was the terrific nature of the 
conflict. On the Belloy plateau fight- 
ing went on continuously for several 
hours, man tackling man in single 
combat. 

Artillery Strength Almost Equal. 

FRENCH HEADQUARTERS, June 
11, (via Ottawa.)—The Germans, it is 
estimated, had used in their new of- 
fensive between twenty and thirty di- 
visions up to last night. As the 
enemy's advance is slow, he is able to 
bring up his light artillery, while his 
heavier guns are still being fired from 
their old positions. 

The artillery strength of the two ar- 
mies is almost equal, but the fire of 
the French guns is more effective be- 
cause the French are more familiar 
with the ground. 

The fierceness of the fighting and

Impossible to Kéep Up Furious

‘“*In an effort like that which the Ger- 
mans are making, if it comes down 
to an advance foot by foot in a district 
where the.defenders have the advan- 
is bad 
business for them. From the moment 
when the defense is not submerged, an 
offensive becomes costly. 

‘In the battle begun March 21, “the 
danger for the Allies was loss of 
ground, from the fact that they had 
only a limited space available, while 
the thing the Germans had most to fear 
was the wearing’ down of their man 
power, all their divisions having been 
fully engaged for three months with 
very Hmited facilities for renewal. From 
this viewpoint how does the present 
battle stand? 

‘In the centre the Germans have ad- 
vanced as far as Marqueglise, a gain 
of rather less than three miles. This 
brings the enemy in this direction to 
the same distance from the northern 
front to Paris as they are at Chateau- 
Thierry from the eastern, or rather 
more than forty-five miles. 

Double Approach toe Paris. 

The advantage to the enemy from 
having thus approached Paris from two 
angles instead of one is incontestable, 
I pointed out yesterday that they were 
on Sunday advancing through a low- 
lying country, where they were under 
such a fire that their position became 
untenable unless they enlarged their 
salient on the neighboring heights. 
They have now eded in doing this. 

‘On their right they occupied yester- 
day: the plateau of about 400 feet alti- 
tude .on which -is the village of Mery 
and also the villages of Belloy and 
Saint Maur on its southern slopes. 'This 
new position is extremely useful to the 
Germans, as the plateau menaced from 
the south the roads along which they 
bring up reserves. At the same time, 
on the extreme right, we hold the Ploy- 
ron plateau, which gives. a good view 
from the-side-and partially -nullifies the 
benefit ‘which the Germans may have 
from the possession of Mery. '

The odds were 
terrific, but undaunted the British 
pilots gave battle, and after a series 
of running fights and separate en- 
counters, during which many Ger- 
man planes were sent down, in spins 
and nose dives, four were seen to 
crash to earth and another burst into 
flames. 

Another extraordinary. incident .hap- 
pened when two young officers lead- 
ing a patrol sighted a German two- 
seater, which fired a green light call- 
ing for help. Instantly six enemy 
planes swooped up through the sky to 
answer this simmons. Then six more 
came into this sky space and made a 
grotesque error of judgment. They 
mistook the first six airplanes for 
British machines, dived for them, and 
fired at them fiercely. 

It was a dog fight, as airmen call 
it, between the Germans, and the 
British Lieutenants led their patrol 
inte. the. scrimmage,. strafing both 
sides with impartial delight. . Three 
of.. them. were shot down, and_ the 
enemy destroyed others without the 
aid of the British. 


Another Marvelous Adventure. : 


An adventure which is hardly to Be 
equaled is the escape of a British 
pilot and an, observer on the night of 
May 27. These two officers had their 
machine hit by anti-aircraft fire, and 
were forced to land in the Gernian 
lines by,“ pancaking,” as it is called. 
For.a time the observer was stunned, 





but when he fecovered the pilot» took 
k eee a ede sa 
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hold of him by the arms and helped 
him to walk in a southwesterly direc- 
tion. 

They went slowly for half an hour 
and came to a-battery of heavy guns 
which they passed without being chal- 
lenged, and then, running and walk- 
ing, came to a trench. Here they had 
to throw off their heavy airman’s kit 
in order to crawl through the wire. 
They heard Germans speaking in the 
trench and had to be “doggo” till 
all was quiet. 

Dawn was breaking when they 
crawled to a hedge and lay there all 
day, suffering great hunger. and thirst 
after eating only a stick of chocolate. 
They told their direction that night 
by .shells bursting over the French 
lines, toward which they went in the 
dark. . They reached a river, followed 
it through wire entanglements and got 
into a wood, where they were fired 
on by sentries and outposts. Then 
they kept to the open country, going 
through long grass and being fired at 
several times by machine guns and 
rifles. 

After that they had to cross a river, 
which they did with great difficulty, 
as one of them coyld hardly swim. 
They were suffering with cold andj 
weak with hunger, but went grimly 
on until challenged by a French sen- 
try. They were not quite sure he 
was French at first, and called out 
“ Pardon” and ran as fast as. their 
strength would let them, until at last 
they fell into the French lines and 
were safe.

GERMANS PAY MORE 
THAN THEY EXPECTED 
Readjustment of Noyon Salient 


Not Vital, Says a Mili- 
tary Observer. 





LONDON, June 11, (British Admiralty, 
Per Wireless Press.}—The military cor- 
respondent of the British Wireless Serv- 
ice writes: 

“In the Montdldier-Noyon. sector ‘the 
enemy attack is meeting with so little 
success, in proportion to the heavy sao- 
Tifices he is making, that 90 far the en- 
gagement may undoubtedly be character- 
ized as a considerable: allied success. 

“The French continue to hold stub- 
bornly on both flanks; at Ville they 
took over 500 prisoners, a signal proof 
of the enemy’s desperation. 

‘‘In the centre the advance of about 
three miles forced by the first enem 
onslaught was followed on the secon 
d by a further advance of about two 
miles on a still narrower front. ‘For 
these very limited and, so far, use'ess 
gains, the enemy has had to pay a price 
so heavy that he has at last been com- 
pelled to draw upon Prince Rupprecht’s 
till now jealously withheld reserves. 
This is a point of deep significance. 

“The enemy apparently expected a 
success.as easy for him as that on the 
Aisne, and he has been taught a severe 
lesson. Although he has a -temporar 
numerical superiority and the initiative 
on the western front, yet even that is 
proving insufficient to ovSrcome the de- 
termination of the allied defense. Some 
ground will inevitably be gained by the 
enemy and the salient at Noyon is be- 
coming so acéute as to necessitate a rec- 
tification of the line, but if the enemy 
is made to pay the same price as hith- 
erto, such transfer of ground will within 
limits be to the allied advantage.”

ENEMY SEEMS DESPERATE 


Narrow Front of Attack Believed 
to Indicate a Speedy Widen-- 
‘ing:of the Drive.

PARIS, June: 11,.—Paris contemplates 
with intense satisfaction and ever- 
growing confidence the corhparatively 
meagre results achieved by the Germans 
in their new offensive. The first ground 
for this feeling of optimism which pre- 
vails is the fact that the German attack 


had no elemerit of surprise, for von 
Hutier attacked just where the French 
expected and awaited him with an 
abundance of men and guns... On the 
other hand, it is realized that the Ger- 


.|Mans could not have been surprised at 


the reception they got. This is regarded 
here as evidence of the desperate de- 
termination of the German commanders 
to accomplish their supreme design of 
forcing a way forward ‘at any cost to 
capture Paris. 

Apparently, the offensive was Aefinite- 
ly intended as another stép in the sys- 
tematic German plan of bringing on a 
grand final battle which shall decide 
the war. 

To this end part of their troops are 
already in position in the Ch&teau- 
Thierry salient. Their. army on the 
Oise has much more to do, however, 
before reaching positions whence they 
can be prepared to take a part in the 
final struggle for: the capital. If they 
| succeed in attaining the objectives aimed 
at by the present offensive, the stage 
will be fully set from the enemy view- 
point for the final gigantic battle. 

The importance of the Montdidier- 
Noyon offensive lies in the fact that if 
the allied army foils the German effort 
here the whole enemy plan will be upset. 

The probability of German fallure in 
the present effort is based by Gustave 
Hervé, in La Victoire, on the arguments 
that the Germans have never yet scored 
a decisive success against the national 
forces of any one of the Allies. 

** The Germans,”’ says M. Hervé, “ did 
not beat the Russian armies, who were 
betrayed by the Russian revolutionaries. 
On the British front, they defeated mere- 
ly the Sth British ‘Army, and that 
only by surprise. The British Army im- 
mediately filled the gaps, and for two 
months has prevented the Germans from 
advancing a step toward Amiens, Arras, 
or Calais. The Germans have not de- 
feated the French Army. They sur-~ 
prised one of the French armies on the 
Chemin des Dames, but four days later 
the French Army stopped them dead on 
.the..Noyon-Ch&teau-Thierry line as it 
‘has now. stopped them on the Montdidier- 
Noyoh front, barely a few kilometers 
from the start of the tremendous new’ 
‘offenstve they’ launched on Sunday. 

‘Vor luck andthe othérs :thought 
they . had- beaten the- French: Army. in 
August, 1014, but soon after there was 
the battle of the Marne."’ 

The only thing which surprised people 
here about the new offensive is the com- 
paratively narrow front of attack. 
French opinion is under no illusions, 
however. As one writer remarks: 

“If only nineteen divisions were used 
in ‘this attack, which means: about 200,- 
000 men on a front ‘of thirty-five kflo- 
meters; or six men to the yard, we know 
Ludendorff has much larger reserves 
available. It would have been to his ad- 
vantage to launch the attack with the 
customary density of nine or ‘ten men to

the towers of Noyon Cathedral could 
just be distinguished. To the left 
smoke haze marked Lassigny, half 
hidden in a hollow. It was a natural 
fortress with an infinity of cover for 
guns, men, and machine guns against 
which no fury of sacrifice might pre- 
vail. Well may the Germans try to 
turn that grim salient by an advance 
further south in the centre—clearly 
their immediate objective. They held 
it once before last year’s retreat and 
they know fts strength. 

As I returned from the observation 
post I passed through a great natural 
amphitheatre in a sort of mountain. 
At one side the Germans had carved a 
huge eagle, colored blood red, on a 
slab of rock above a grotto that had 
been their headquarters. Beneath it 
in Gothic letters was the Branden- 
burg motto, “ On, Brandenburg, on!” 
The artist who designed the bird that 
is the symbol of German violence was 
well inspired. The Kaiser’s eagles ‘are 
red, indeed, clotted and stained from 
beak to claw with the crimson of 
countless slaughters. 


Where German Tactics Fail. 


The latest information from the bat- 
tle front émphasizes still more clearly 
the difference between the results of 
the new German method of attack 
when applied on a’ weakly held sector 
and’a front where the allied strength 
in normal. On two previous occasions 
Hindenburg’s storm divisions gained 
sensational success right from the out- 
set by literally swamping small forces 
by sheer weight after the defenders 
had been half-stunned by the terrific 
bombardment ‘to which their inferior- 
ity of artillery permitted no adequate 
response. 

Conditions are very different today. 
In the first place. there. was no strate- 
gic ‘surprise—the German move, in this 
sector had been foreseen. The utmost 
vigilance was everywhere maintained,) 
and unmistakable signs such as the 
movement of troops, convoys, and 
attfilery registration hag been care-« 
fully noted: Precautions to meet the 
shock had been taken. Against attack { 
in depth by successive waves a depth 
defense had been planned, with a front

When the German artillery storm 
broke out it was answered by a per- 
fect hurricane of French fire. Not 
only was every possible point where 
the enemy troops might advance or 
batteries be hidden thoroughly regis- 
tered, but artillery held in reserve had 
its guns trained on targets offered 
further in: the rear by each hill,- wood, 
or valley that the enemy might assail 
as a vantage point or medium for in- 
filtration. 

The consequence has been that, in 
direct contradiction to the former 
drives the enemy’s initial losses have 
been enormous, and his gains small; 
and the French losses were greatly de- 
creased. Above all, there has been no 
penetration of the line of resistance. 
In places it bulged slightly under 
pressure, but only at the price of the 
most dogged fighting and heavy sac~ 
rifice, and withal very slowly. One 
fact marks the difference sufficiently: 

How They Were Checked. 

On May 27 the Germans had reached 
the Aisne—seven kilometers from the 
starting point, across difficult country 
—in four and_one-half hours after the 
attack. In the first thirty hours of the 
present attack they had barely passed 
thinly held outposts. Along the whole 
thirty-kilometer front, from the Oise 
to Assainvillers — somewhat shorter 
than the area of bombardment—fifteen | 
to twenty assaulting divisions were 
met by a galling machine gun barrage 
and, the terrible “75” fire ‘curtain 
trom quick-firers and batteries. Irre- 
placeable storm troops, whose training 
had taken months and whose. existence 
was essential to the continuance of 
Hindenburg’s new strategy, melted like 
snow beneath the August sun. 

At Plemont--the scene of one of the 
most gallant actions in the checking of 
the March drive by the men of the 
same army—the Germans met a stub- 
born resistance, though their dead lay 
there thick as fresh-cut wheat, but a 


few hundred yards beyond the line of 
outposts. in the centre, where 
the enemy’s p ess was deepest, an 
unbroken ‘line defense was consti- 
tuted by = game troops that had 
withstood the attack from the: begin- 
ning.

The Allies can 
well afford to give ground under the 
circumstances, even though the Germans 
y be approaching Paris. As a result 
of ‘these conditions as to numbers and 
osses, the Germans must come to an 
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end of their present effort before many 
days have passed, either through ac- 
quiring their object or_by a confession 
of, failure. They ‘are’ approaching the 
limit of the numbers available: 

As to the purpose of the offensive, 
thére is no indication yet that the drive 
has anything more than a secondary 
relation to Paris. The Germans began 
the offensive in March with two objects. 
Primarily they proposed to reach the 
sea near Abbeville at the mouth of the 
Somme and then destroy the British 
Army. ‘Secondarily they intended, of 
course, to take Paris. There is nothing 
to indicate a departure from this plan. 
But before the first can bé made possi- 
ble the front of attack from Albert 
south hes to. be extended. From such 
extension they would then be able to 
move against the two objectives, swing- 
ing their attacks first against’ one and 
then against thesother at will, keeping 
the Allies guessing between attacks as 
to the next point of presaure. 


Ab was the case on Monday, the great- 
est German advance is still being made 
along the course of the Matz River. 
This has so far accomplished one im- 
portant object. The French defense of 
the first two days’ fighting was an- 
chored along. the Oise in the vicinity of 
Noyon and east of that point. The 
French had here a strong defensive po- 
sition, which the Germans had made 
several fruitless efforts to break down. 
Not being able to force the crossing, 
the Germans have used their efforts on 
the west bank of the Oise to flank the 
defense of the east bank, and have ap- 
parently succeeded. Fighting their way 
southward through the forest of Dres- 
lincourt, they reached the village of 
Antoval, about a mile west of Ribe- 
court and forced’ the French by this 
move to withdraw ‘their lines back to 
a line which runs practically through 
Ribecourt. The French have therefore 
apparently given up the west bank of 
the Oise between Noyon and Ribecourt, 
@ move which has drawn the French 
linés on the opposite bank to a sharp 
point, the apex of which is north of 
the woods of Carlepont. While the of- 
ficlal reports make no mention of any 
movement west: of the Oise bend, the 
probabilities are that the French lines 
here have been drawn back in response 
to the movement on the other bank. 

The line of maximum pressure has. 
swung slightly to the westward and oc- 
cupied the line between Belloy and 
Marqueglise. On this front the Germans 
penetrated southward as far as the 
Aronde River, occupying the bank of 
the river about the town of, Neuivy. 
Apparently the French reacted quickly 
against this advance and restored their 
former positions.

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GERMANS MUST GAIN 
IN GENTRE TO WIN 


Gen. Maurice Points Out the 
Vital Factors in Enemy’s 
New Offensive.

But’ It Is Not Yet Certain Whether 
This Is a Drive at Paris on 
a Grand Scale.

LONDON, June 11.—During the last 

few days the. process of stabiliza- 

tion on the battlefront between Noyon 
and Ch&etau-Thierry has been pr- 
ceeding very satisfactorily for the 

Allies, who have made ‘a number 

of local gains, which in turn. tend 

to improve considerably their de- 
fensive position'and to disturb the ene- 
my’s preparations for further attack. 

On his side the enemy now-has in 
front of him forees which are firmly 
established, with good communications 
behind them, and if he wishes to ad- 
vance further he has to prepare de- 
liberately for another set of battles. 

He must reconstruct his exhausted 
divisions, ‘repair the roads and railways, 
and bring up his heavy artillery, am- 
munition, and stores. We have good 
reason to hope. There is no immediate 
cause for anxiety on this side. 

Further north the enemy, as was ex- 
pected, is endeavoring to extend the 
front of battle from Noyon toward Mont- 
didier. 

“Von Hutier was certainly called upon 
to send a considerable part of his re- 
serves to support the advance to the 
Marne of the Crown Prince’s two cen- 
tral armies, and it is too early yet to 
be able to estimate to what extent he 
has been reinforced by troops from 
other parts of the western front. 

We cannot, therefore, judge at the 
present whether this latest German ef- 
fort is the beginning -of an attempt on 
@ grand scale to resume the advance 
on Paris or whether it is a serious 
local effort intended to draw in more 
of the allied reserves'‘and pave the way 
for future developments. The highest 
estimate yet received gives Hutier’s at- 
tacking force as nineteen divisions, and 
these first estimates are véry naturally 
usually rather above than below the 
mark. 


The Much Desired Salient. 


The. enemy’s advance to ChA&ateau- 
Thierry has created a broad salient the 
|head of which is on the Oise near 
Noyon, and the area particularly 
threatened by this salient is that com- 
prised in ‘thé angle between the Oise 
and the Aisne included roughly in the.

One’ would” tiattirally’ expect an -at- 
tempt to pinch out this salient to -have 
taken the form of simultaneous attacks 
upon both its flanks. The Crown Prince 
has not found himself ready to do more 
than attack the northern flank and 
this, combined with ‘the fact that Foch 
must have been ready for so obvious a 
next step, together with the first re- 
ports of the stoutness of the French 
resistance and of the énemy’s compara- 
tively unimportant gains, is all encour- 
aging. 

The angle between the Oise and the 
Seine, which I have assumed the Crown 
Prince covets as leading him to Com: 
piégne, consists of a high plateau bound- 
ed on the north and west by the wood 
of. Carlepont and the forest of Ours- 
camps, which are virtually extensions 
of the great forest of Compiégne. 

In his attacks at the beginning of the 
month, when the Crown Prince extend- 
ed his battlefront to Noyon, he made 
little progress against these woods and 
the ground south and east of them, the 
French holding the wood of Carlepont 
firmly against every effort of the enemy. 
West of the forest of Ourscamps and 
on the other bank of the Oise lies an- 
other high wooded plateau, stretching 
from Chiry-Ourscamps to Gury, a dis- 
tance of about nine miles. This high 
ground is bounded on the north by the 
river Divette, which runs algng the 
eastern part of the new battlefront, 
flowing into the Oise near Sempigny, 
and on the west and south by the Mats, 
which enters the Oise about half way

Plateau Is Vital to Success 


If the enemy gets possession of this 
plateau, and more particularly of the 
eastern portion of it, which commands 
the valley of the Oise, he will make 
the position of the French in the forest 
of Ourscamps’ and the wood of Carle- 
pont very difficult, and will have taken 
an important step toward clearing the 
angle between the Oise and the Aisne 
and straightening out the battlefront 
between ‘Amiens and Soissons. I ex- 
pect, therefore, that Hutier’s immedi- 
ate object is to get possession of this | 
plateau and that he hoped to do so by 
a drive down the valley of the Matz, 
which would cut it off.

PARIS, June 11.—America has acquired 
a@ more assured status in European pub- 
lic‘opinion by actual performance in the 
field. Heretofore there was more or less 
inquiry and uncertainty regarding Per- 
shing’s plans. These have covered such 
a wide range and been of such magni- 
tude that nobody has been able to pass 
final judgment. The sudden emergency, 
putting large American units into action 
where they had to sink or swim, and the 
showing made. by them, has inspired 
fresh confidence in Pershing’s manage- 
ment. 

From his new field headquarters near 
Foch’s, the American Commander in 
Chief keeps in daily touch with the Gen- 
eralissimo, and directs the movements 
of the American units. Some one has 
described stubbornness as the chief qual- 
ification of successful generalship. At 
times, Pershing has been criticised for 
this quality, because he has been .un- 
willing to abandon ideas which he con- 
sidered fundamental. 

A. few weeks: ago the feeling. here 
was that the German onslaught ne- 
cessitated recasting the original plans; 
but Pershing, while tendering e 
American help, held tight to the idea 


‘\of preserving and developing the Amer- 


ican organization as such, to which 
Americans brigaded with the English 
and French should return wher the 
present emergency passed. 

Pershing’s Optimism Undiminished. 


Despite his amazing activities and 
great responsibilities, General Pershing 
enjoys fine health and retains his robust 
optimism,_ I saw him today in Paris. 
Tonight he may sleep in Lorraine or 
Pas de Calais. 

America’s armies} are now fairly 
launched in ‘the big fighting. How- 
ever much we may regret the losses 
—and, considering that we are  at- 
tacking, they are not heavy—we have 
made a most auspicious beginning.. We 
have had a solid share in stopping the 
drive on Paris and thrusting the Ger- 
mans back. We have given our allies 
new heart, by showing our ability to 
assume a part of the burden. And 
troops trained directly under Pershing 
have set the mark for newer men about 
to enter into action with the Allies on 
other parts of the front. 

‘The importance of this fine example 
to the young troops is difficult to over- 
estimate. It shows them that American 
soldiers can hold their own against the 
German’s best, and inspires confidence, 
pride, and emulation. Our men are 


quick to catch this fighting spirit. 

Their success on the Marne splendidly 
vindicates Pershing’s methods, which all 
now are praising. It is the first time 
there has been an opportunity to apply 
the test of results. ; 

Discuss Our Army With Respect. 

Everywhere one hears the American 
Army discussed in’ terms of respect. 
Heretofore there has been enthusiasm 
over America’s bountiful financial help 
and the: prospective development of her 
huge resources in behalf of the allied 
cause. Within the week, America has 
wheeled into the fighting line with well 
directed hitting power that has been 
felt by the enemy. The French Generals 
bestow po gh praise. One well-known 
General told me: 

“If I were choosing shock troops, ~ 
American material would suit me fully 
as well as the Alpine Chasseurs.”’ 

No one who saw them in the recent 
fighting can say enough in praise. As 
some one’ remarked about the Aus- 
tralians, ‘‘ They’re in the pink of condi-

PARIS, June 11.—With the view of 
rendering impossible all communication 
with the enemy by means. of advertis- 
ments containing secret code messages, 
Clemenceau, as Minister of War,. has 
‘tssued an order prohibiting transmission 
through the post to places outside of 
France of all newspapers containing 
advertisements. . 

‘““Newspapers;"’ - the - order’ 
“who wish to continue sending copies 
to subscribers abroad must either print 
special editions from which all adver- 
tisements are excluded or must black 
out or otherwise obliterate all advertise- 
ments before putting the newspapers in- 
tended for foreign countries in the 
poat.” : 

It is understood that as a matter of 
practice it 46 expected the order will be 
applied only to what is known as 
‘still’ advertisements and not to or- 
dinary display advertising. The order 
will go 4nto effect tomorrow. It was 
suspected many months ago that ad- 
vertising columns were being used by 
enemy spies for the passage of informa- 
tion out of the country, and attention 
was repeatedly called to advertisements 


containing mysterious groups of letters 
and figures which were unintelligible to 
the ordinary reader. 

To meet this the order was issued 
stipulating that every advertisement 
must be submitted to the police before 
acceptance for insertion. But appar- 
ently this has not proved effective. A 
similar rule to that now announced 
here was eo in force by the Italian 
Government several months ago.

. LONDON, June: 11.—The Times pub- 
lishes from a special correspondent an 
article describing what the American 
forces have accomplished in Frante 
during their first eleven months of par- 
ticipation in the war. The results of 
the American efforts, he thinks, will 
rank in history as one of the greatest 
achievements of the war. Ii part he 
writes : ; 

‘“‘:what the American forces in France 
have accomplished thus far is almost 
incredible. For instance, out of the 
waste lands adjacent to. an old French 
port they have constructed a splendid 
line of modern docks, where every: day 
new ships are pouring forth their car- 
goes of men and war materials, cars 
and machinery. This dock: system is 
finished. It supplements the old French 
dock system in a town where still more 
ships are-constantly discharging Ameri-

“In an old part of this same coast 
tawn the Americans installed motor op- 
eration and cold storage plants, a motor 
reception park, ahd quarters for storing 
supplies for the ordnance and. aviation 
forces. These are more or less tempo- 
rary quarters and will be merged in the 
near future in a general scheme which 
is = being’ completed in the outskirts 
of the town. . 

‘*In addition to new docks, there are 
warehouses and extensive railway yards. 
These latter have a trackage of nearly 
200 miles. Work is well adyanced on a 
new car assembly shop, where already, 
when I saw it. in its incompleted state, 
twenty-odd freight cars a day of e 
different designs were being turned Out 
and put into immediate service.. Another 
assembly plant has been. constructed at 
a different point to handle all-steel cars, 
which are transported here from Amer- 
ica in sections in order to economize 
shipping space. At this plant these steel 
cars are now being assembled at the 
rate of a complete train a day, and 
plans are rapidly culminating for a large 
extension of the work. 

“Here, too, a huge camp has been 
built for negro stevedores; also a re- 
mount camp and two big rest camps, 
each providing for many thousands of 
American soldiers, who march thence 
for dispatch to various training camps 
further inland. 

‘‘Not far from here work on a new 
20,000 bed hospital is fi 


ng ahead, and 
thirty days from now it. will virtually 
completed. This the est hos- 


posed entirely. of small: one-story, li 
airy, and attractive structures divided 
into small squares laid out on a great 
open stretch sand, surround by 
pine frags: and altogether it promises to 

e an ideal institution of its kind. 
‘““In this same ion. is an mense 
new artillery camp, all ready -for the 
several brigades of artillery which were 
expected when I was there; and, like 
the hospital enterprise, it is in strong 
hands and promises well. It includes a 
large remount camp in which were sev- 
eral thousand horses at the time of my 
visit. wor in this section, which -is 
typical of that at all I visited, is bein 
vigorously and intelligently directed 
Strong executives are in charge, and 
the spirit of the workers is excellent 
throughout. 

‘* Everywhere Americans are realiz- 
ing that they have ‘caught up with 
with themselves,’ and now that they can 
visualize the omngnetion of what a few 
months ago looked so much like an .im- 
possible. undertaking, they are buoyed 
up, happy, and inspired by their suc- 
cess. hey have conquered obstacles 
and overcome conditions which only 
great ability and indomitable spirit could 
possibly surmount.”’ 


ITALIANS TORPEDO 
3 AUSTRIAN WARSHIPS 


Two Battleships Are Hit, But 
Fate Is Not Stated—Destroyer 
Is Badly Damaged. 


ROME, June 11.—Two Italian torpedo 
boats attacked boldly two Austrian war- 
ships and ten destroyers near the Dal- 
mation coast on ‘Monday. 

Two torpedoes were sent into one 
battleship and one into the other and! 
one of 'the destroyers, which pursued 
the Italian warships after the encoun- 
ter, was damaged seriously. 

The Italian vessels returned safely to 
their base. 

The official statement of the Ade 
miralty follows:

hand. The Americans had been fight- 
ing four days to gain complete pos- 
session of the Bois de Belleau. The 
two engineers were sent out on a mis- 
sion on Sunday night, the nature of 
which cannot be stated. On the way 
back they took the wrong trail 
through the woods without knowing 
it. They were walking, they thought, 
toward the American lines, when along 
came a supply train drawn by horses. 
Thinking to get a ride, they walked 
down the road directly in front of the 


train until they suddenly saw it was, 


German. 
lost, they determined to give the Ger- 
Mans the best they had. Squatting in 
the road with their automatics, they 
killed three Germans on the first 
wagon. The Germans.on the other 
wagons shouted, but as the Americans 
started forward, turned their wagons 
and made off in wild retreat. 

The two engineers, finding it was 
getting light, started toward a wheat 
field. On the way they saw scores of 
Germans who did not see them, and 
found the positions of a large number 
of machine gun nests. Reaching the 
wheat field, they lay down, covering 
themselves with grass, and stayed 
there for seventeen hours, until it got 
@ark again.’ 

Then, instead of returning at once 
to the American lines, they went back 
through the woods and explored the 
German positions nearly all night. 
Early this morning they again reached 
the American lines, and; going to 
headquarters, made a valuable report 
on what they had seen. 

This is one of the’ most daring war 
exploits of which I have heard on the 
part of the soldiers of any army. It 
must be borne in mind that en- 
gifieers are not really supposed ‘to a!

The British leaders expected a trap, 
and waited to see what this unusual 
performance meant. 

In a short time six German scouts 
came wheeling out of the blue and joined 
the Halberstadt. Almost at once six 
other enemy scouts dived out of the sun 
on to their comrades, whom they ap- 
parently mistook for a British patrol 
about to attack the Halberstadt. 

What happened was this: The Hal- 
berstadt had been acting as a decoy, and 
the green light had been meant as a sig- 
nal for assistance. But there had been 
no expectation that two flights of Ger- 
man planes would respond at the same

Because of the great demand for mate- 
rials, fuei, and labor for the war indus- 
tries, expansion of the less essential in- 
dustrfes was ended some time ago, and 
curtailment fn that direction is being 
put into effect. The new program will 
place the Government in position,to dic- 
tate as well the activities of plants pro- 
@ucing war supplies. The establish- 
‘ment of new industries in the zone will 
be prohibited. 

New York City is included in the re- 
stricted area. Only the industries in the 
extreme southern and eastern section of 
the State are affected. A map will be 
published shortly giving the boundaries 
of the entire restricted area in detail. It 
is stated that industries producing about 
90 per cent. of the war supplies are 
brought within the restrictions made. 

The huge plant of the United States 
Steel Corporation in Western Pennsyl- 
vania is not included in the program, 
but the restricted zone does cover Beth- 
lehem Steel, Midvale Steel, and prac- 
tically all of the principal manufact- 
ories run by private capital which 
produce arms and powder and other 
munitions. Bridgeport, Conn., for 'n- 
stance, is one of the manufacturing 
centres in the area, and the Eastern 
half of Pennsylvania and all of New 
Jersey and Delaware, with their big 
powder plants, are included; along with 
Eastern Maryland, not including Balti- 
more. 

° To Spread War Activities. 

It is understood that the plan is to 
encourage expansion of war industries 
outside the restricted zone, so that .1d- 
vantage may be taken of the labor 
released. from the less essential indus- 
tries, once curtailment of their output 
is in effect. Parts of these plants, 
now engaged in the production of less 
essentials, it is believed also can be 
quickly converted into war plants. 

~-It is probable that the present produc- 
tion limit of the war industries in the 


restricted zone will be maintained and, || 


when considered absolutely essential to 
the war program, even expanded. On 
‘the other hand, it is’ felt that the rail- 
roads in the restricted zone are now

letter written to King Ferdinand of Ru- 
mania by Emperor Charles of Austria- 
Hungary in the latter part of February 
marked the turning point in Rumania’s 
participation in the. world war and, was 
one of the deciding factors,in the long 
serjes of intrigues which eventually 
broke the spirit of the Rumanian King. 
Under this outside pressure King Ferd- 
inand changed from an ardent supporter 
of the war against Germany into @ luke- 
warm and vacillating opportunist, and 
finally into a distinct peace advocate. 

“This is a time when Kings must 
stick together,’’ was the most striking 
sentence in the letter of Emperor 
Charles. ; 

The Jetter has never been published, 
and its existence up to this time has 
been known to enly a few persons out- 
side the highest court circles in Ru- 
mania.

He drew a heartfelt picture 
of the danger to Austria from the spread 
of Bolshevism across the Russian border,

Former Amy Phipps Gives Use of 
Her Great London Home.

Navy is to have a hospital of its own 
at London. For this purpose Mrs. Fred- 
erick Edward Guest, wife of Captain 
Guest, member of Parliament, has 
turned over to the American Red Cross 
her residence in Park Lane, known as 
Alford House. Mrs. Guest was formerly 
Amy Phipps, daughter of Henry Phipps 
of Pittsburgh. 

Alford House is one of the finest resi- 
dences in the fashionable West End of 
London. It was built by Otto Beit, the 


South African millionaire. It occupies 
an entire block and has an ample lawn 
and an elaborate roofgarden. Mr. Beit 
called it ‘‘ Marble: House,’’ because the, 
entire interior is finished in the finest 
of Italian marbles. 

The hospital will contain many beds, 
and will be used both for officers and 
men.! The institution will: be the twen- 
ty-fifth which the American Red Cross 
has established in England.

GERMANS EXPECT 
GREAT SEA BATTLE 


Official Dispatch Spread Broad- 
cast Tells of Projected 
Naval Offensive. 


HIGH OFFICERS SUMMONED 


Tirpitz Says English Will Be 


Driven from Seas After the 
Capture of Paris. 


WASHINGTON, June 11. — Further 
evidence that Germany, in its efforts to 
end the war this Summer, is plannirfg to 
support its land offensive by sending 
its high seas forces against the com- 
bined British and American Grand Fleet, 
is given in: an official dispatch today 
from Switzerland. 

‘*A telegram of an official nature,’’ 
says the dispatch, ‘is being spread 
broadcast in Germany, which says that 
the German Admiralty is considering. a 
big naval offensive. Orders are sup- 
posed to have been given. to keep the 
whole fleet in readiness, and a certain 
number of naval officers of high rank 
have been recalled from Switzerland 
and other neutral countries, where they 
have been spending their leaves. 

“The Kieler Zeitung speaks of. extra- 
ordinary activity in the ports, and the 
Hamburger Post publishes an inter- 
view with von Tirpitz, who was asked 
if Germany was in a position to measure 
rerself with the English fleet. The 
Admiral naturally replied in the af- 
firmative, saying that after their land 
forces have pushed the Frénch and 


English back on the other side of Paris, |. 


it will be the turn of the Kaiser’s boats 
to drive the English off the high seas.” 

Both in Washington and in the allied 
capitals a German sea offensive on a 
grand scale long has been regarded as a 
possibiiity, and the appearance of the 
Teutonic fleet in the North Sea at any 
time would aot be unexpected. Rear 


Admiral Gleaves said in a public address |: 


not long ago that word had come to the 
British fleet that the Germans at last 
were ready for the supreme test. 

If the battle does come American 
naval forces will play their part. Ameri- 
can dreadnaughts under Rear Admiral 
Hugh Rodman joined the British fleet 
some time ago, and Admiral Gleaves in 
his recent address said that when 
Admiral Beatty, commanding the British 
grand sea forces heard that the Ger- 
mans were coming, he assigned the 
American ships to a prominent place in 
the line. 

American naval officers are no less 
anxious for a finish fight with the 
enemy than are the British. In all allied 
quarters there is supreme confidence 
of the outcome. Once the two fleets 
come to grips, officials are certain that 
the Germans will be decisively defeated. 


FRAME NEW GERMAN TAXES. 


Bundesrath Members Ready for a 
Levy: on Increased Incomes. 


AMSTERDAM, June 11.—The Cologne 
Gazette, in an issue received here, says 
that Count von Rodern, Secretary of the 
German Imperial Treasury, in an ad- 
dress to the main -committee of the 
Reichstag Monday, intimated that a 
majority of the Bundesrath would agree 
on a tax on incomes that have increased 
since 1913 and on a single levy on prop- 
erty valued above 50,000 marks, but that 
it would be unable to agree on a levy 
on all large incomes. He said that the 
expected total yield would be 1,200,000,- 
000 marks. 

Count von Rodern also said that the 
Bundesrath was inclined to agree upon 
the establishment of an imperial tax 


court, but had reserved the right re- 
garding the details.

Passengers on Brazilian Liner Heard 
Firing Monday, Indicating 
an Encounter. 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 11.—Of- 
ficers of a British steamship arriving 
se tonight reported that they had sighted 

a@ German submarine last ‘night before 

dark about 250 mites from the Jersey 
shore. They said that the U-boat emerged 
about 1,000 yards away on the port 
Beam just at dusk, but did not have 

time to get into a position to launch a 

torpedo or fire her guns, as the Cap- 

tain. swung the steamship until the 
stern was in line with the U-boat and 
went away at full speed, zig-zagging. 

Dark soon came on and the officers on 

the bridge saw no more of the subma- 


Passengers arriving today from South 
American ports on a Brazilian steam- 
ship said that they heard firing off the 
Coast yesterday morning between i11 
o'clock and noon. In the opinion of a 
Bragilian artillery officer, the . shots 
were fired from guns of different cali- 
bre, one being the sharp crack of a 
three-inch and others sounding with a 
deeper boom; more like a six-inch naval 
gun, he said. ‘ 

There were fifty-six passengers, and 
they said that rumors of U-boats being 
on this side of the Atlantic had been 
eurrent in South America for more than 
six months. The first. warning of the 
sinking of the ships on Sunday, June 2, 
Was received by the Captain by wireless 
last Tuesday, accompanied by instruc- 
tions from the Navy Department at 
Washington advising him to put into the 
nearest port at once. Not feeling quite 
secure on this point, the Captain went 
about 100 miles further out to sea and 
made Bermuda on Friday, where he 
went on shore to consult the British Ad- 
miral. On Saturday the Brazilian 
steamship went to sea again in company 
with an American supply ship and pro- 
ceeded north, burning. hard coal instead 
of the usual soft coal,-which gives out 
a thick black smoke. The vessels part- 
ed company during Saturday night, the 
Captain said, and he saw nothing until 
he arrived in port today. The lifeboats 
were swung out, lowered to the level 
of the promenade deck, ready for an 
emergency.

sengers were aware of the dangers they 
had to pass through and made the most 
of it.

‘Vice President Says It Has Failed to 
Frighten American Mothers.

PHILADELPHIA, June 11.— The 
Kaiser never made a greater tactical 
blunder in this war than in sending his 
submarines against the Atlantic sea- 
board, in the opinion of Vice President 
Thomas R. Marshall. The Vice Presi- 
dent came here this afternoon to receive 
a' degree at the commencement exercises 
of Villanova College. ‘ 

“ The submarine attacks on the United 
States are only another example of the 
false psychology of the Hun,” the Vice 
President said. “ The Kaiser thought 
he could frighten America. All he has 
done is to stir the spirit of the nation 
to’ even greater determination to-crush 
the Hun now. and forever. 

“The Kaiser said to himself: ‘ Fright- 
en the United States. Bring the war 
home to .them, and every mother will 
hesitate before sne sends her boy to 
the front.’ 

“Tf it had been a German mother he 
might have succeeded, but he does not 
know. the American mother, that is 
plainly evident. The German mother 
thinks only of her own son. To the 
American mother every son is her son 
in, a patriotic sense. To kill any Amer- 
ican-boy is to strike at every American 
mother. .

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AUSTRIA THREATENS 
PITILESS SUPPRESSION 


Posts Placards Warning Slavs 
Against Attempt at “ Politi- 
cal. Offensive.” 


AMSTERDAM; June 11.—The Austrian 
Government has issued a warning that 
it will not hesitate to suppress by all 
available means any attempt to initiate 
a political offensive in Austria, accord- 
ing to a Vienna dispatch to the German 
papers. Such a political offensive was 
suggested by a resolution adopted by 
the “Congress of Oppressed Nationali- 
ties ’’ recently held in Rome. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.-pThe Slavic 
agitation in Austria-Hungary is causing 
the authorities great anxiety. An of- 
ficia) dispatch from Switzerland says 
that the Government has given notice 
throughout the empire that it will sup- 
press by force and without pity any at- 
‘tempts at an uprising. 

“The entire German and Austro- 
Hungarian press,” says the dispatch, 
**comments on the agitation which is 
reigning in Austria, and does not hide 
the anxiety which the situation causes 
the authorities. Austrians have caused 
great placards to be placed in all the big 
towns of the monarchy, and above all 
in the Slavic provinces, announcing that 
the Government Is aware of the Slavic 
national revolutionary ideas, and that it 
will suppress* by force and without pity 
any attempts at uprising. 

‘The Austro-Hungarians pretend. that 
they are on the eve of a political of- 
fensive of the non-German element of 
the Dual Monarchy, and that the Bn- 
tente will support this nation of Slavs,

BURIAN DENIES CONQUEST.

Baron Burian, the Austro-Hungarian 
inister for Foreign Affairs, in an in- 
terview printed today in Az Est, said 
he still adhered to the policy of peace 
by understanding, as expressed in De- 
cember, 1916, and continugd: 

‘“‘The Dual Monarchy seeks no an- 
nexations. We already have concluded 
four peace treaties, but none of them 
contains anything that- could: be inter- 
preted as conquest. ‘. 

‘* Regarding Rumania, which attacked 
us, we naturally had to think of safe- 
guarding our hitherte unprotected fron- 
tier. The annexation of this almvcst 
uninhabited strip of wooded Carpathian 
passes has nothing whatever to do with 
the subjugation of foreign Line maa 
Moreover, the Rumanians themselves, 
I dare say, are not under thd impres- 
sion that they have been treat too 
harshly.”’ . 

Baron Burian said that there could 
hardly be a question of any fresh peace 
offer by the Quadruple Alliance so long 
as the “ leading statesmen of the En-- 
tente re views such as those ex- 
pressed by Premier Lloyd George in his 
recent speecn in London.

Navy Department. Continues 
Search, Although Invader Has 
Been Inactive for Three Days. 


EXPECT MORE OPERATIONS 


No Confirmation of Report That a 
Mother Ship Was Near By 
In These Waters. 
——

WASHINGTON, June _ 11.—Another 
day has gone by without the receipt ot 
evidence by the Navy Department of 
continuance of German submarine ‘ac- 
tivities along the American Coast. 
Those in charge of the naval restrictive 
measures against the new menace are 
not ready, however, to say that the 
submarfhes have departed. 

No indication of submarine activity 
along the coast appeared since the re- 
port which officially confirmed the 
sinking of the American steamship 
Pinar del Rio off the Maryland. coast 
on the morning of June 8. More than 
three days have elapsed without. fur- 
ther U-boat depredation and it was as- 
serted without equivocation at the Navy 
Department that nothing had been re- 
ceived showing that submarines had 
since been seen. Whether the apparent 
lull has been due to the departure of 
the submarines or to worse fortune for 
the undersea boats cannot be determ- 
ined until it is apparent that there is 
either a permanent halt or a reappear~ 
ance of these coastal attacks. 

The Navy Department is going on the 
theory that there will be continued op- 
erations, either py thesé or other syb- 
marines replacing them, and ig acting 
accordingly. Many reports have reached 
the department regarding alleged eh- 
counters between U-boats and naval or 
merchant steamers, but Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, who is Acting gSecretary of 
the Navy in the absence of Secretary 
Daniels temporarily in North Carolina, 
said this evening that there was no 
confirmation of the latest rumors. He 
said also that there was no confirmation 
of the reported firing of shots by a 
warship at.a submarine off the Jersey 
coast, or of the report that survivors of 
the Pinar were credited with the state- 
ment that they saw a mother ship ac- 
companying the submarine which sank 
the Pinar. : 

Many theories also have been ad- 
vanced to the Navy Department re- 
garding the German plan for the use 
of submarines along the American 
coast. One of the mest novel of these 
is that there is a submarine mother, dr 
supply, ship tucked away in that. inter- 
esting triangle of the sea which is in 
the crossing of the ocean routes in the 
vicinity of the so-called Saragosa, Sea.

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COBB INSISTS NIGHT — 
TRAFFIC SHOULD STOP 


Says Companies Cannot Maintain. 
Present Schedules or Treat 
- Employes Fairly. 


John C. Cobb, who was appointed by 
his follew-Directors of the New York 
Railways Company to inquire into the 
necessity of operating transportation 
lfhes in this city during the entire twen- 
ty-four hours, announced yesterday that 
a careful analysis of the situation clearly 
indicated that night transportation -in 
the city would necessarily be discon- 
tinued. Mr. Cobb’s home is in Boston, 
and he thinks that all of the city rail- 
road lines should cease operation from 
10 o’clock at night until 6 o’clock in the 
morning. 

Mr. Cobb admits that there is no prob- 
ability that fares will be raised, and he 
thinks this is due to the fact that the 
State and National Governments are 
out of harmony. Therefore, as the fares 
must remain stationary, the next ques- 
tion, Mr. Cobb thinks, is the devising 
of some method by which dividends can 
pe paid, and he concludes that the 
easiest way to do this is to curtail the 
service. °% 

Mr. Cobb intimates that it is impossi- 
ble to treat men fairly and to solve other 
traction problems under conditions at 
variance with the national policy.) He 
eaid that the idea that the Public Serv- 
ice Commission could increase fares was 
erroneous, and that it also possessed no 
power to aid the traction companies in 
increasing their revenues. Mr. Cobb 
then said: P 

‘“*Under these conditions the New 
York Railways Company cannot main- 
tain its present schedules, and the con- 
dition of the other. traction companies 
is precisely similar. Our present con- 
tract with our employes expires on Sept. 
1, and I believe they are fairly entitled 
to an advance, which will still further 
aggravate the situation.'’ 

Mr. Cobb explained what the result of 
the proposed curtailment of the service 
would be: 

“The day service would be much im- 
proved to the great advantage of: the 
hard-working, home-going members of 
the community, who constitute over sv 
per cent. We can use every one of our

It is understood that the appropriation 
sought by ‘Mr. Creel is to be used for 
work in this country and that President 
Wilson, through his special fund, will 
provide for propaganda work to be car- 
ried out-in South America and other 
countries.

the rank of Lieutenant General on the 
commandant of the Marine Corps and 
creating the rank of Major General for 
two of the corps staff officers, one to 
be permanent; giving rank as high as 
commander and pay as high as that of 
a Captain to members of the Naval 
Dental Corps; appropriations of $9,150,- 
000 for a naval nitrate plant at Indian 
Head; Md.; $525,000 for a railroad there, 
and $800,000 for’ the torpedo station at 
Newport, R. I. ‘ 

The House managers agreed to the 
Senate amendments authorizing the 
President to increase the navy person- 
nel by 50,000 men during an emergency, 
and the Senate’s redraft making more 


‘emphatic the provision for the begin- 


ning by July 1, 1919. of work on the 
uncompleted part of the _ three-year 
capital shipbuilding program. adopted in 
1916.

WILSONURGES LABOR 
10 PRESS WAR WORK 


Congratulates Federation Upon 
_. Patriotic Support of the 
Nation’s Efforts. 


WARNING AGAINST STRIKES 


War Can Be Lost Here as Well as 
in France, President Tells 
American, Alliance. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—President 
Wilson today, telegraphed to the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and the Amer- 
ican: Alliance for Labor and Democracy, 
in convention at St. Paul, Minn., urging 
renewed efforts of labor in support of 
the war program. 

“The war can be lost in America as 
weli as on the fields of France, and ill- 
considered or unjustified interruptions 
of the essential labor of the country 
may make it impossible to win it,”’ said 
the President’s telegram to Robert 
Maisel of the American Alliance for 
Labor and Democracy. 

No controversy between capital and 
labor should be permitted to interfere 
with prosecution of the war, the Presi- 
dent said, until every instrumentality 
set up by the Government had been em- 
pleyed to settle it. 


Congratulations to A. F. of L. 


To Samuel Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, Mr. Wil- 
son telegraphed : 

‘Please convey to the thirty-eighth 
annual convention of the American 
Iederation of Labor my congratula- 
tions upon the patriotic support which 
»tho members of your organization have 
given to the war program of the nation 
in the last year, not only in the trenches 
and on the battlefield, where so many 
of our younger men ere now in uniform, 
but equally in the factories and shfp- 
yards and workshops of the country 
where the army is supported and sup- 
plied by the loyal industry of your 
skilled craftsmen. 

' We are facing the hardships of the 
crucial months of the struggle. The 
nation can face them confidently, as- 
sured ‘now ‘that no intrigues of the 
enemy can ever divide our: unity by 
means of those industrial quarrels and 
class dissensions which he has tried so 
diligently to foment. In these. days of 
irfal and self-sacrifice the American 
workingman is bearing his share of the 
national burden nobly. In the new 
world of peace and freedom, which 
America is fighting to) establish, his 
place will be as honored and his service 
as. gratefully esteemed.’’ 

Alliance’s Work Commended. 

The President’s telegram to Mr. Maisel 
said: 

“The American Alliance for Labor 
and Democracy has my earnest hope 
for a successful convention that will 
give added strength to future activities. 
Called into being to combat ignorance 
and misunderstanding skillfully played 
upon by disloyal influences, your or- 
ganization has done a great and neces- 
sary work. It has aidea materially, in 
promoting: the unity that proceeds from 


éxact understanding, and is today a valid 
and .important part of the great ma- 
chinery that co-ordinates the energies 
of America in the prosecution of a just 
and righteous wpr. . ; 

‘The war can be lost in America as 
well.as on the fields of France, and ill- 
considered or unjustified interruptions 
of the essential labor of: the country;

" STAND BY LENINE 


|Their Mass Meeting Urges 


United States to Recognize 
the’ Soviet. 


{THEY CHEER LOMONOSSOFF 


Mensheviki® Yelled “Traitor!” In 
Vain, for Bolehevikl Took Con- 
vert to Their Bosoms. 


New York’s Bolsheviki assembled en 
masse at Madison Square Garden last 
night and adopted resolutions white- 
washing the Lenine-Trotzky régime and 
urging that the United\ States Govern- 
ment_recognize the power of the Soviets 
as the only power now expressing the 
will and the “‘ideals’’ of the Russian 
people. The-tesolutions, which also pro- 
tested against armed intervention in 
Russia, were adopted unanimously be- 
cause it could’not be otherwise. By the 
time it came to the consideration of the 
resolutions every one who might have 
disagreed with*an immaculate Dill of 
health for the Lenine-Trotzky combina- 
tion had been unceremoniously ejected 
as a disturber of Bolshevist tranquility 
and peace. : , 

The most conspicuous leader in tye 
Bolshevist demonstration was a portly 
and heavily béarded Menshevik, whom 
all the “Bolsheviki went wild over as 
soon as he loomed up on the-platform. 
He was Professor G.. V. Lomonossoff, 
head of the Russian Railway Mission in 
this country. He was appointed to that 
position by the Kerensky Government, 
but became suddenly converted, to the 
howling delight of the Bolsheviki in 
New York, to the conviction that the 
present Soviet Government can be safely 
entrusted with the salvation of Russia. 

The ovation that greeted the appear- 
ance of Professor Lomonossoff was not, 
for him, an unmixed blessing. It was 
punctured here and there by cries of 
“Traitor!'’ ‘' Deserter!" &c., which 
emanated from various parts of the hall, 
where were seated redoubtable groups 
of Mensheviki, who could not look at a 
Bolshevist of any stripe, even though 
he be a Menshevik Bolshevist, without 
going into a fury. EXlvery cry of traitor 
was followéd by @ atorm of hisses from 
the Bolsheviki, who had no use for Lo- 
monossoff last week, but who now were 
eager to take him to their bogom, which 
they did last night to their hearts’ 
content. ; % 

Before and after his speech he was 
the idol of the occasion. No matter 
what he said and no matter how far he 
may have departed in his theories from 
the Bolsheyist principals of a “ thor- 
oughgoi working class Government,” 
such as t Soviet Government was ac- 
claimed to be, Professor Lomonossoff 
could not offend or even irritate his 
audience. So:long as he protested against 
allied intervention in Russia and urged, 
as he did, the immediate recognition by 
the United States of the Soviet Govern- 
ment, he was for the Bolsheviki, one of 
them, and all the more welcome use 
oe came from the other side of the 
ence. 


Not a Bolshevik. 


Professor Lomonossoff could not even 
arouse a stir when he announced at the 
very beginning of his speech that he 
was “not a Bolshevist,” and that he 
was opposed to Bolshevist ‘tactics. In. 
fact, he convinced nis audience that he 


was entirely conservative in his tas 
political and otherwise, by stopping fre- 
quently in the course of his address to 
take a copious drink of milk from a 
bottle which he kept at his side. The 
official representative of the Depart- 
ment of Ways and Communications of 
the Provisional Government. drinking 
milk from a public platform in. the 
midst of an address upon the econom- 
ical, political, and social salvation of 
Free Russia made a sight which many 
present will not soon forget. 

If the Bolsheviki were inclined to take 
the milk bottle as matter of ure 
{t was not so with the few Menshevik 
who were scattered in all parts of the 
hall. They made their presence more 
demonstrativel known by es ~of 
“traitor” and ‘‘ deserter’’ whenever 
Lomonossoff resorted to the milk bottle 
for further stimulation. For them it 
was an added source of irritation, and 
they let the fact be knowns with the 
result that they were immediately sur- 
rounded by Bolshevist ushers and police- 

en of the Home Defense, who silenced 
them and then ejected them. Lomonos- 
soff's speech ran in part as follows: 

“It would barely, be a mistake to 
say that the major iY of those present 
here tonight are with the Bolsheviki. 
I myself am not a Bolshevik. Neverthe- 
less, I have come hete that we may to- 
gether strongly protest ainst an 
armed intervention in Russia for the 
purpose of en aggre order, — 
we may openly express oursel n 
pop of recognition with the Soviet 

overnment, 

“Much of what I wish to say will 
probably not be to your liking. But you 
must understand that the very fact that 
and the intrigues of subsequent Govern- 
different points of view come to the 
very same conclusions only emphasize 
the justness of it. : 

“Economically Russia has been 
crushed by the war and has been spirit- 
ually poisoned by serfdom, absolutism, 
and the intrigues of subsequent govern- 
ments. She is already on the brink of 
a precipice. She has already tumbled 
over and without aid there is no way 
out of her predicament because of im- 

overishment, because of the impossi- 

ility of obtaining or. producing within 
the country much of what is absolutely 
neces as, for instance, locomotives 
and agricultural mechinery. No way 
out, because of the deep antagonism 
between the people and the intellectuals. 


Lost by Making Peace. 


“In so far as help to Russia from 
without is concerned, it can come at 
the present moment only from Germany 
or America. If, however, the Germans 
behaved not so treacherously toward 
Russia, she would most probably fall 
under their yoke. But their behavior 
in Russia, beginning with Yhe Brest- 
Litévsk treaty, was of such a nature 
that the feeling of revulsion against 
Germany is growing stronger and 
stronger, sweeping the whole country. 
It is time to admit that in spite of all 


our poverty we have lost more than we 
have gained by the conclusion of peace. 
It is ena sufficiently clear that co- 
operation with Germany would mean the 
ruin of the Russian revolution, would 
mean the restoration of the feudal or- 
der. Already the mask has been thrown 


‘| off from the face of Germany in the 


Ukraine. The Germans there are hang- 
ing the Soviets and depriving the peas- 
ants of the land in favor of the land- 
lord. No, citizens, Germany cannot be 
our companion.” 

Professor Lomonossoff then pointed 
out that Amertca was in the most 
logical position to aid Russia and could 
do so through its Government and or- 
‘ganizations. He discussed the various 
he eum made to hold Russia, allied 
ntervention with the destruction of the 
Bolshevist power on the gone hand and 
the recognition of the Soviet Govern- 
ment on the other. Of the two, he 
favored the latter, maintaining that in- 
tervention would mean nothing more 
than civil war and chaos, 

“To talk of exterminating the Bol- 
sheviki,’’ he continued, ‘‘is to talk of 
exterminating the only Government that 
has been able to retain its power over 
the Russian masses. Both rovisional | 
Governments existed only so long as the 
Soviets tolerated them. Are the Soviets 
to be exterminated or are the ples 
who recognize them to be exterminated? 
That would mean the extermination of 
90 per, cent. of the population of 

ussia.’’

Nevertheless we consider it our duty 
to emphasize that the attitude of Rus- 
sian public opinion toward allied ac- 
tion is conditioned by the forms of its 

ization. Its success depends on 
the whole-hearted support of national 
feeling in Russia. It is furthermore 
imperative for Russian public opinion 
to receive assurances that the expedi- 
tion will De co-ordinated with the in- 
violability of the rights and interests 
of Russia, and that the actions of all 
the Allies on Russian territory will be 
performed under international control. 


Sent Secretly from Russia. 


The resolution was forwarded secretly 
from Russia to Paris, whence its text 
was cabled to Washington by Ambassa- 
dor Maklakoff, who is one of the most 
prominent members of the Cadet Party. 

A hopeful feeling is said to exist 
among those devoted to .bringing Rus- 
sia out of the present@helplessness that 
the resolution will bring from President 
Wilson a new utterance concerning Rus- 
sia that will indicate a willingness to 
take positive measures to assist the 
Russian people to free themselves from 
the German yoke. 

The resolution is in line with that of- 
fered in the Senate yesterday by Sena- 
tor King of Utah, and the article of 
Senator Poindexter of Washington in 
Tur New York Times of. last Sunday. 
In both Mr. King’s: resolution and Mr. 
Poindexter’s article allied intervention 
was urged. These two Senators from 
far Western States are willing and 
anxious that a part shall be given to 
Japan in the mi intervention pro- 
posed; and: additional emphasis is fur- 
nished to the growing movement in 
favor of adopting a positive course with 
respect to Russia by the fact that they 
come from 1 ties where suspicion-.of 
Japan has heretofore been pronounced. 

Russian officials recéived today an 
editorial in the official Social Revolu- 
onary paper, the Prisyv of Moscow— 
the Call—in which the party declares 
the need of allied intervention. The 
editorial says: 

“The Allies must at last take a defi- 
nite and precise decision, if they have 
not done so already, to extinguish the 
military danger whi the conquest of 
Russia by Germany-would be. The lat- 
ter power understands that in subjugat- 
ing and dismembering Russia she is 
waging war upon the Allies. 

“Russia faces a fatal dilemma. With 
whom shall she march to her rebirth? 

She 
cannot with her own forces repulse the 
Germans, who are spvaning her terri- 
tories. The intervention of the Allies

—— and indispensable support for 
thrusting back the yoke of the rmans 
and for reconstituting Russia.”

CRANFORD ANSWERS MAYOR 


Head of Contractors’ Association 
‘Tells Him His Criticism Is Un- 
-warranted by the Facts, 


While city officials and the subway 
contractors exchanged opinions yester- 
day as to whether the-latter should ob- 
tain financial assistance throtgh the 
application of the Lockwood law or 
through one of the plans proposed by 
the city, the work on every local sub- 
way contract was at a standstill. The 
6,000 striking workmen met. in the after- 
noon. and gerved notice on their em- 
ployers that they were not inclined to 
wait for the exchange of official views 
and would probably obtain work else- 
where, Mathew McConville, head of 
the Steam Hngineering Union, said that 
while the policy of his organization was 
to wait for definite action, already a 
large number of strikers had obtained 
werk elsewhere and better pay. 

The Public Service Commission, which 
advocates the application of the Lock- 
wood law as a means of relief, is wait- 
ing for the city to act. Replying to a 
statement by the Mayor on Monday 
Frederick 4. Cranford, President of the 
General Contractors’ Association, wrote 
to him_gs follows:

MEXICAN EDITORS HERE 
GREATLY IMPRESSED 


Enthusiastic Over President Wil- 
son and Amazed at Vast 
War Indusiries. 


The group of twanty-cibe ‘Mexican jour- 
nalists who are touring the country un- 
der the auspices cf the Committee on 
Public Information arfived here at 9 
o'clock last night om Bethlehem, 
Penn., and went to the Hotel McAlpin. 
The journalists were lavish in praise of 
the things they had seen with relation 
to war preparations in this country. All 
told of how gg they were impressed 
with President Ison in the half-hour 
talk he had with them last Friday. 

“* President Wilson is now our nian,” 
declared Manuel Carpfo, editor of La 
Vos dé la Revolucion of Yucatan and 
of Le Triumpo of Havana. Sefior Car- 
pio described.the deep impression made 
on him and his countrymen by the quiet 
earnestness of the President.

Sefior Carpio, fresh from a visit to 
Bethlehem, was enthusiastic in appre- 
ciation of’ the great munition works 
there, and at having been rmitted to 
see what few ‘visitors are allowed to ob- 
serve. The oo yards at Hog 
Island were also a revelation to the 
qoernalists: who were much impressed

TREASON APPEALS FAIL. 


Frerich Council of Revision Adverse 
in Bonnet Rouge Case. 


PARIS, June 11.—The Council of Re- 
vision has rejected the appeals of the 
men convicted of treason in connection 
with the famous Bonnet Rouge case. 


In May a court-martial in Paris found 
seven men guilty of treason in connec- 
tion with the German propaganda car- 
ried out. by the Germanophile newspa- 
per, ‘Bonnet Rouge. Of the men con- 
victed M. Dtval, who was director of 
the newspaper, was sentenced to death 
and the six cther defendants to terms of 
imprisonment ranging from two to ten 
years. 

This was the second treason trial con- 
nected with the German propaganda of 
‘* Boloism,”’ or ‘‘ Defeatism,’’ in France. 
Bolo Pacha, the chief defendant in the 
first case, faced a firing squad after he 
had been found guilty by court-martial 
of the charges against him.

JUDGES NOT TO BE TYRANTS 


Criticism of Wrong Conditions, It 
Is Asserted, Must Not Be 
Arbitrarily Stopped.

SANTA FE, N. M., June 11.—The out- 
standing feature of the argument in the 
Supreme Court here today of the appeal 
of E. Dana Johnson, editor of The Santa 
Fé New Mexican, from a thirty-day 
jail sentence for contempt ‘of court in- 
flicted by District Judge .Merritt C. 
Mechem, was this declaration by Her- 
bert D. Mason, formerly of New York 
City, counsel for the editor: . 

“Newspaper criticism cannot -be 
gagged by the filing of a lawsuit based 
upon some feature of the criticism, 
after which the cditor can be punished 
for contempt if hé does not discontinue 
his criticism. If this could be done, we 
should then have found here a more 
drastically effective way of gagging the 
press than any ever before Sqnosived 

y any Government of modern times.”’ 

It was the contention of counsel for 
the editor that if a libel suit results 
from a course of newspaper criticism 
directed against political corruption or 
cther wrongful conditions, it cannot be 
said that the editor by continuing the 
criticism thereby subjects himself to 
punishment for contempt of court upon 
tue claim that the criticism then con- 
cerns a matter pending in litigation 
and may affect the course of justice. 

Attorney General Harry L. Patton, 
representing the State, denied the ap- 
plicability of the doctrine generally and 
the existence of it-as a rule of law.

There are some 8,000,000 
Siberiaks, colonists of many stocks, 
sparsely populating an almost bound- 
less region. They are, or were, if 


-imported anarchy has not made them 


deterforate, a tolerant, self-reliant, 
and progressive people, eager. for 
education, used to co-operation, fed 
on the democratic, not anarchist, in- 
fluence of political exiles. Originally, 
at least, they desired only federalism, 
autonomy, their own Duma, correlat- 


{ed to that of European Russia. Only 


in the great centres have they been 
controlled by the Bolsheviki. The 
Siberiaks have been subjected to Bol- 
shevist raids, to the predatory at- 
tacks of mere robbers and plunderers 
‘calling themselves Bolsheviki, or tak- 
ing the name of some other political 
party, to the disintegrating effects 
of a year of anarchy. The German 
and Austrian prisoners are another 
danger. 

Here, then, not to speak of the ob- 
vious necessity that rests on Japan 
and the Chinese Republic of safe- 
guarding their frontiers and interests 
from German penetration and inva- 
sion, is a little nation in a great 
country, rich in minerals, grain, 
cattle. Our enemies have been work- 
ing on it, from Petrograd, from Kiev, 
from Turkestan’ and Persia, most of 
all from Berlin.. Along the railroads, 
at least, the Germans have filled it 
with the grossest fables and lies. 
Shall the lies be exposed, shall the 
Siberiaks be freed from the inrush 
of Reds and Germans? More than 
that, there is a Russian army under 
General SEMENOFF in Transbaikalia. 
Other Russian forces and Chinese 
troops, co-operating with them, are 
in Manchuria. Many Russian officers 
and soldiers in the Far Bast are 
awaiting the hour to begin the work 
for the restoration of order and de- 
mocracy in Siberia, in European 
Russia. National feeling must make 
itself heard. The anarchs have had 
their hour. Do the repressed forces 
of sanity and civilization need more 
than a beginning, an assured mil- 
itary and @conomic nucleus, to spread 
eastward? 

The Bolsheviki, we are told and be- 
lieve, are but a small minority in 
Russia. Then it is not the Bolshevik1, 
but the mass of the nation, sick of 
surrender and despoliation, weary of 
futility and ruin, that should be 
consulted. From the best of motives 
has the United States been, perhaps, 
overscrupulous about helping the 
Russians? For that is what “ inter- 
vention” means. What is the. best 
way to “stand by Russia,” as we dll 
agree with Mr. WILson in wishing to 
do? The resolutions introduced into 
the Senate by Senator KING of Utah 
propose that ‘‘a-commission be sent 
“to Russia to co-operate with the 
“* American 
“ representatives of our Government 
“to overcéme and neutralize German 
“propaganda in Russia and to aid 
“in Russia’s economic, . industrial, 
“and political freedom,” and that 
‘“‘a military expedition be organized 
“and sent by the United States or 
“ America, in conjunction with the 
“ Allies, including Japan and China, 
“to co-operate with the armies of the 
“Russian people, to repel the ad- 
“vanée of German arms and to expel 
“from Russia German military power 
‘“‘and establish therein the authority 
“of the people and the Government 
“of Russia: The preamble recites 
the German perfidy toward Russia, 
the German purpose of breaking it 
into little States, Russia’s industrial 
and economic servitude. “ The Rus- 
“sian people desire to establish a 
“republican form of government and 
“are in sympathy with the cause of 
“the United States of America and 
“of the Allies, and would welcome a 
“system of neutralizing German in- 
“trigue and propaganda,and repelling 
“the intrusion of German power.” It 
is certain that, as Senator KIN«G’s 
preamble says, “the cause of the 
“ Allies and the principles for which 
“they wage war” are “placed in 
jeopardy ” by the situatiam in Russia. 
The only doubt has been as to the 
welcome with which Russia would 
greet our assistance. Can there be 
any doubt unless we assume that the 
Bolsheviki are Russia?

AMERICAN LABOR AND THE WAR. 
It would be hard to improve upon 
the speech of President ‘GompPrrs 
pledging the American Federation of 
Labor.to give everything for the cause 
of freedom and justice. The annual 
report of the. federation’s Executive 
Council is better only because it is 
more specific. Here -are a few sen- 
tences, for example: 

Workers in war production are prac- | 
tically a part of the fighting force, No 
action should be taken in the shops or 
on the field not in harmony with the 
purposes of the war. No strike should 
be inaugurated which cannot. be justi- 


fied to the man risking his life on the 
firing line in France. 


If there is a better rule than that by 
which to form opinion about the mer- 
its of strikes, it has failed to attract 
public attention. It differs little, and 
not at all in principle, from the Presi- 
dent’s telegram yesterday to the an- 
nual convention of the American Al- 
liance of Labor: 

The war can be lost in America as 
well as on the fields of France, and. 
ill-considered or unjustified interrup- 
tions of the essential labor of. the 
country may make it impossible to 
win it. 

If strikes are to be tested by those 
standards, what shall be said of the 
strike record as reported to the fed- 
eration. For the last seven months; 
according to the report to the federa- 
tion, there have been 922 strikes, 
by 140,042 workers, and involving 
$1,397,687: That is an increase of 12 
per cent. over the previous annual 
strike record, and of 18 per cent. in 
the number of workers. Not all 
strikes are by federationists, and not 
all strikes are approved by the federa. 
tion. President GoMPERs could hardly 
apply his words in justification of 
some strikes, although it is not re- 
called. that he has disapproved of any 
one strike. His sentiments are better 
than the practice of labor in general, 
without reference to the federation in 
particular. 

It is easy to specify the sort of 
strikes which are not justified by the 
federation’s standard. In peace, it 
may be right to strike to reduce prof- 
its or to claim a share of profits. In 
war, strikes are not justifiable for that 
reason, not even if the profits are ex- 
cessive. Congress is taking care of 
excess profits better thhn labor can, 
and strikes for that reason are open 
to the objection that it makes labor an 
accomplice in the profiteering which it 
condemns. Also strikes are unjusti- 
fiable during wartime for the sake of 
keeping nonunionists from working. 
Even more in war than in peace, one 
man’s right to work and wages is as 
good as another’s, and the nation 
needs the utmost that every man. can: 
do. The statement is equally appli- 
cable to the work of women. Eng- 
land has put as many women into the 
workshops as she has put soldiers into 
the trenches, and English labor has 
submitted to the “ dilution ” of labor. 
But there are not a few strikes in this 
country against the work of women, 
especially on public utilities. Strikes 
which interrupt the service of public 
utilities because women are employed 
“are doubly indefensible, and stand 
upon a different basis of’ justification 
from the same sort of strikes either 
before or after the war. 

On the other hand, strikes from 
necessity are justified. The laborer 
must be supported if he is to work, 
as much as a beast or a railway. But 
how many strikes come under that 
head rather than under the head of 
profiteering by labor? The current 
official report of labor. conditions in 
this State, just published, shows that

The Fed- 
‘eral-reports show that the cost of liv- 
ing. has risen between 40 and 45. per 
‘cént., and wages in several industries 
have risen between 29 and 83 per 
cent., or an average rise of 45° per 
cent. In other words, the relation be- 
tween wages and the cost of living has 
not altered enough to account for or 
to excuse the greatest number of 
strikes known in our: labor history, 
although both-labor and capital have 
agreed that strikes and_ lockouts 
should ceasé during the war. The 
strike record is known. How many 
lockouts have been reported, although 
wages are at the known maximum?

|MR. WILSON’S ADDRESS TO THE 


MEXICAN EDITORS. 

When the Mexican newspaper editors 
visited the White House last Friday, 
President Witson had an opportunity 
to speak through them to the people 
of Mexico, whom the Germans are 
trying to win over by an insidious 
propaganda. Mr. Wiuison’s address 
has already been published in Mexico. 


‘Its straightforwardness cannot fail to 


make a good impression, but the real- 
ly essential thing was to convince the 
editors who came to Washington, and 
were very hospitably received, that 
the President of the United States, the 
most powerful ruler in the world, with 
a united people behind him, meant 
every word he uttered. The visitors 
were familiar with Mr, Wiison’s. Mex- 
ican ‘policy as an expression of Pan 
Americanism; but, like most of their 
readers, they had never been per- 
suaded ‘that it was not dictated by na- 
tional self-interest. It was the Presi- 
dent’s concern to prove his sincerity, 
conquer their prejudices, and success- 
fully combat the subtle German propa- 
ganda. The most telling paragraph of 
Mr. WILson’s discourse, because they 
had the assurance from his own lips, 
was the following reference to General 
PERSHING’S advance into Chihuahua: 

When we sent troops into Mexico our 
sincere desiré was nothing else than to 
assist. you to get rid of a man who 
was making the settlement of your 
affairs for the time being impossible. 
We had no desire to use our troops for 
any other purpose, and I was in hopes 
that by assisting in that way and 
thereupon immediately withdrawing I 
might give substantial truth of the 
assurance that I had given your Gov- 
ernment through President CaRRaNza. 

If the Mexican editors reflected, as 
they no doubt did, that the American 
General who commanded in Chihuahua 
is now leading in France an army of 
700,080 men. in a cause that even the 
most cynical editor knows to be ideal- 
istic and righteous, they must see the 
invasion of Mexico in its true light, 
Then it should not have been difficult 
for- them to. believe that Mr. WILson 
was speaking with solemn conviction 
when he went on to say: 


Let us have a common guarantee 
that all of us will sign a declaration 
of political independence and terri- 
torial integrity. Let us agree that if 
any of us, the United States included, 
violates the political independence. or 
territorial integrity of any of the 
others, all the others will jump on her. 
Now, that is the kind of agreement 
that will have to be the foundation of 
the future life of the nations of the 
world, gentlemen. 

When President Witson added that 
he had beén “ anxious to have the 
“States of the two Continents of 
““ America show the way to the rest of 
“ the world as to how to make a basis 
“ for peace,” his hearers’ had only to 
review his diplomatic exchanges with 
Germany before the United States en- 
tered the war, and remember his 
aspirations to universal political har- 
mony upon the return of peace, to be 
convinced that Mr. WILSon’s Mexican 
policy had been one of friendship, 
good-will, and fidelity to his Pan 
American principles. We do not be- 
lieve that the President talked to.the 
visiting Mexican editors in vain. His 
frank assurances to them will bear 


fruit. 


THE MAYOR’S SUBWAY POSITION. 

The dispute over the subway con- 
tracts which led fo the strike has more 
angles than the many-sided duel in 
which Midshipman Easy took part, 
and the Mayor receives more shots 
than he gives. Nevertheless, and not- 
withstanding the near agreement of 
the other parties to the quarrel that 
the Mayor is more at fault than the 
others, the Mayor makes a point 
worth considering when he says that 
the strike should not be used to alter 
the status of the parties to the con- 
tract regarding anything in the past. 
The agreement which public opinion 
thinks all parties should assist in 
reaching should relate to the future 
only. Debits and credits under the 
contract, the city’s rights, the con- 
tractors’ obligations, are apart from 
the relations between the contractors 
and their workmen, and there should 
be no concession to any hypothetical 
combination between them to put, 
pressure upon others in any. matter 
not concerning conditions of employ- 
ment. This remains true, although 
the Mayor speaks wildly about the 
method which could not have been en- 
atted without his approval, and which 
he now says “would cost the city 
“from $25,000,000 to $50,000,000, in 
“ addition to litigation over claims of 
“ over $7,000,000.” ; 

If the Mayor cannot come closer 
than that to the cost to the city which 
he fears, the temptation is strong to

War and strikes 
are recognized as just claims for relief 
from the obligations of. contracts, and 
it would be better policy for the city 
to recognize- claims of that sort, than 
to insist upon its pound of flesh. The 
city recognized this when it procured 
the passage of the Lockwood. bill, 
which the Mayor approved before its 
passage and now repudiates. The 
city further recognized the contractors’ 
claim for relief when it undertook to 
advance funds under the plan which 
the Mayor prefers. But the contrac- 
tors having made payments under this 
plan, the city now refuses reimburse- 
ment, and seems to expect that the 
contractors. will proceed nevertheless. 
Just as there is fault on all sides, so 
there are merits in the contentions of 
all sides.

Al- 
ready the men by hundreds are receiv- 
ing offers of better pay, and they may 
drift away from reach even after an 
agreement is arranged.

It must be, because aviators will, not..be 
content always to have these the dan- 
gerous moments of every flight, and it is 
absurd to suppose that human ingenuity 
is incapable of meeting and overcoming 
a difficulty so easily met and overcome 
many times every day by every bird. *

To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

Americans of German descent whose 
names: are too German and who desire 
to change them, should follow the ex- 
ample of ‘the’ Pennsylvania Dutch. 
Pennsylvania Dutch, it should be ex- 
plained, is a name popularly applied in 
@ general way ‘to the descendants of 
immigrants who came to southeastern 
Pennsylvania from Northern Switser- 
land and Western Germany prior to 
about the year 1800, All these people, 
of course, had German names.and spoke 
the German: dialect; ‘but when they 
adopted the. English language ‘in: this 
country they in most cases Anglicized 
their names. The process by which this. 
was done is quite simple. It consists. 
principally in omitting all the superflu- 
ous. letters, in softening all the harsh 
sounds, and in spelling the name by the 
simplest English methods. 

My own name, for instance, which 
comes from. the Canton.Berne, in Switz- 
erland, was there and is to this day 
spelled ‘‘‘ Aeschlimann.” Other ex- 
amples, with the original German spell- 
ing in each case given first and the 
‘Americanized spelling .after it, are: 
Huber, . Hoover; Schenck, Shank or 
Shenk; Schnebeli, Snively; Brumbech, 
Brumbaugh; Schwab, Swope; Mueller, 
Miller; Schreiber, Shriver; Weber, 
Weaver. These changes could be made 
in most cases, I think, with very little 
or perhaps no legal procedure; they. do 
not destroy the family name, and they 
produce ‘a ‘name that is euphonious and 
distinctive. . 

There is a book, ‘German and Swiss 
Colonial Settlements in Pennsylvania,’ 
by Oscar Kuhns, published by Henry 
Holt & Co., which’ has a chapter deal- 
ing with the Anglicizing of names. A 
copy of. this book is found in most of 
the large city libraries and should be 
consulted by: all persons interested. 

To change one’s name is, of course, 
in many cases difficult, especially in 
adult life. For the young people it is 
mtch easier, and they should be ad- 
vised to make the changes before their 
names are fixed in business or other: 
public records and transactions. :

Germany’s Mistake About England. 
To the Editor of The New York Times:

‘My interlocutor, for years a highly placed, 
powerful, secret adviser of German diplo- 
macy in the economic field, was in close 
touch with German plans. It was a chance 
meeting, and the conversation was opened by 
an expression of regret on ‘his part that he 
and I were to be on opposing sides, (a proph- 
ecy which was amply fulfilled, for more than 
once my. endeavors on behalf of France and 
freedom were to clash with his efforts in the 
interest of Germany.) In reply I expressed 
the conviction that if Germany should invadé 
France England was sure to come in. He 
smiled incredulously and remarked: ‘‘ You 
are not correctly informed.’’ I assured him 
that I had no special information whatever 
and was only giving voice to my own deep- 
seated conviction that England could not al- 
low France to be crushed. I added: “‘Ift I 
had your influence in Berlin I should keep 
the ¢ables hot and warn your friends that 
England is bound to enter the war if France 
is invaded.” He smiled #gain and said: 
“-You- overestimate my. influence, and, be 
sides, Iam’ afrald it is too late.” He con: 
tinued: to “smile as he said this, and we 
parted.

Now,-to be even a marksman in the 
Marine Corps,:you must be able to.stop 
a man four times out of five, shooting 
off-hand at 200 yards, while if you ever 
saw a company of marine sharpshooters 
going through the ‘* skirmish run,” and 
saw the targets afterward, you would 
not wonder’ that there were very few 
Germans left alive to oppose them when 
they came within bayonet range, 

‘The writer and some old shipmates 
have wondered many times, during the 
last few years, when reading of fancy 
new weapons, such as flame-throwers 
and gas grenades, just how these things 
would ‘prove up if they were tried out 
against troops who had only rifles, but 
really knew how to shoot. It occurred 
to more than one of us that they might 
come cut as some college football teams 
have done, which, having a marvelous 
equipment of fancy plays and forward 
passes, have run up against an army 
or navy team whose entire knowledge of 
football was to. start quick, charge hard 
and low, tackle cleanly and hold on to 
the ball. In like manner it is possible 
that the boche will find the man who 
only knows his rifle, but knows before- 
hand that he is going to hit what he 
aims at, a pretty ugly customer still, 
despite all the modern ‘‘ improvements ” 
in the art of. war. .

SOLDIERS’ ALLOTMENTS. 


Delays in Payment Due to, Faulty 
Act, Congressman Platt Says. 


To the Editor of The New York Timesy, |. 

I was much interested in an ti 
today’s Times about the e 
ecmplaints against the Government's 
delay in transmitting the soldiers’ allow 
ances and allotments to their { 
ents. Such complaints are becoming 
creasingly numerous not only in the 
poorer sections of New York City, but. 
from all sections of the country, . re 
wives and mothers are dependent upen. 
allotments from the pay of their diuipa 
bands or sons in the service and upon 
the allowances the Government adds 
to them. They pour in upon members 
of Congress in every mail.

WON'T SELL 10 CITIES 


Stand: Taken by Wholesalers Is 


a Menace to the State, 
Mayors Are Told. 


PLAN TO CONSULT GARFIELD |te"* 


Fuel Administrator Will Be Urged 
to Save Communities from - 
Threatened Sufferings. |

NEWBURG, N.\Y., June 11.—Rose- 
lyn M. Cox ‘of -Miadletown,. Honor- 
ary President of the Conference. .of 
Mayors of the State, aroused great en- 


{thusiasm today at the opening session 


in this city, when he ‘reported, as Chair- 
man of the Special Committee on Goal 
Supply, what. the committee had done 
and what.its recommendations ;were. 

In the first. place, he said: that. the 
Federal and, State Fuel Administration 
were sending out press articles and 
moving picture suggestions that house- 
holders fill their coal bins at once, while 
there is not, enotigh coal at any point 
in the State to meet the present de- 
mands. - Unless’ something is done 
quickly, he .said,. there will bé. more 
strenuous conditions industrially, 
greater sufferings in homes than was 
experienced last Winter. 

He recommended: that the committee, 
of which he is-Chairman, be continued 
and authorized to“carry the matter to 
the attention of the Federal adminis- 
trator at Washington. He also said that 
while the Legislature had empowered 
cities to purchase ana sell the coal to 
citizens, the wholesale déalers in New 
York City has declined to recognize their 
right,’ declining to sell to dealers not in 
business prior to 1916. 

Mr. Cox said that a few months ago a 
survey was taken of the.coal situation, 
and promises were made that there 
would be a sufficient supply to meet the 
demand. ‘The Summer fs half gone, he 
said, and the situation is as bad as it 
was last Winter. The suggestion of Mr. 
Cox to have the committee continued 
was carried. 

The Bureau Council ‘ecotamentied that 
Governor Whitman be. asked to- recom- 
mend to the next Legislature a constitu- 
tional amendment providing for self- 
‘government by all cities. This, the 
Council belleves, would insure to. the 
reople the right to spend their money as 
they seem best and give to the Legis- 
lature more time to devote ‘to general 
laws. affecting the entire community, 
rather than waste weeks in listening to 
arguments on local legislation. 

Secretary of State Hugo. delivered- to- 
night an address on a.rational safety 
first program for New York State. De- 
claring that the solution of the problem 
of safeguarding the highways demands 
Closest attention, Mr. Hugo said: 

“I believe-the rules of the road ‘should 
be taught in our public schools, just as 
are the A B Cs. Teach the chiia that 
death or injury lurks on the highway 
and the thousands of cars that pass, 
and the idea of safety first will become 
a predominant factor. We have simply 
got to stop increasing the number of 
deaths and injuries in which the motor 
vehicle figures. We are going to do it, 
but whether it must come through dras- 
tic’ legislation that will bear heavily on 
hoth or by education I cannot say.”’ 

An appéal for the State and the other 
cities to help New York City to provide 
safe streets and. first-class traffic ¢on- 
ditions. was, made_ tonight PEK Police 
Commissioner. Enright: of New Yor 

“It is necessary that traffic aK at 
tions be improv ed,’’ said the Police Com- 
missioner, ‘‘ for unless ‘the business of 
this great city can be_ promptly 
efficiently, and economically handled 
through the streets of the metropolitan 
district it will be impossible for the 
business interests of this city to thrive, 
and. they will be obliged to transfer 
their plants elsewhere in order to com- 
pete with their rivals more favorably 
located. Should this occur, we will rap- 
idly lose our pre-eminence as the at- 
est city of America, the State will lose 
in power, and, more than all, its reve- 
nue will be greatly reduced.” 

“The building of elevated speedways 
and underground tramways for. north 
and south traffic in the Borough of 
Manhattan is a matter of the most 
vital Sg rgb ge and cannot be longer 
delayed we are to meet the situation 
in a cemprchensive and businesslike 
way.

Cutting Out Fancy Finishes. 


‘Partly in order to speed up production 
and partly to increase the wearing qual- 
ities, many buyers of the more ex- 
pensive shoes for men are now calling 
for natural finish soles. Shoes of this 
type, they point out to their customers, 
may not look quite so pretty at the time 
of purchase, but give more wear because 
there is no weakening of the leather in 
the process of buffing off the natural 
roughness. The ordinary shoe sole has 
the hair side of the hide out, and the 
buffing off of even a thirty-second of an 
inch, in order to give a smooth finish, 
weakens the sole some because it takes 
off the toughest part of the whole hide. 
While the soles of some of the shoes 
now called for have a wholly natural 
finish, others are toned up slightly by 
waxing. Another mpex that is coming 
into vogue is visible sole stitching. This 
does away with. the need of channeling 
the solke, in order to hide the stitches, 
and adds to the wearing qualities’ of the 
shoe.

Deliveries of New Trench 6hoosa. 


Deliveries are now being made of the 
newest thing in war footwear—the 
Pershing trench blucher shoe—accord- 
ing to information received in the local 
shoe market. his shoe is made of 
waterproof, retanned leather, and aver- 
ages in wei ht, according to mee, from 
twelve to fifteen unds to the pair. 
It is unlined, but. has the smooth side 
of Mg leather turned in to replace the 
linin The sole is twenty-four iron, ‘or 
about half an inch thick, and the welt 
is as heavy as the ordinary shoe sole. 
The sole is wood-pe , excepting at 
the toe, where extra heavy hobnails and 
a\ metal toecap like that used by 
ball pitchers are used to give added 
wear. Extra heavy hobnails are also 
uesd on the heels, for the same purpose, 
as is a horseshoe-shaped metal plate. 
Some surprise is expressed in the trade 
at two tures of this shoe—the fact 
that it is made in half-sizes and that 
the laces are of ordinary cotton, though 
a little wider than the average lace. 
Much tter wear would be got, it is 
said, from either rawhide or waxed linen

Made for Bank of England 
‘to: Reserve Bank. 


MAY RESUME SHIPMENTS 


Bankers Here Assert That Receipt 
WIll Have No Effect on the 
Money Situation. 


The Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York received yesterday from Canada 
$5,000,000 in gold bars, the shipment 
having been made in behalf of the Bank 
of. England to reduce the total amount 
of ‘‘ear-marked’’ gold held by the 
Bank of Engl#nd for the account of the 
Reserve Bank. , 

A year ago last May arrangements 
were perfected by which the Bank of 
England in London became an agent of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York: 
Shortly after that, namely on June 20, 
1917, there matured a loan of £11,000,000 
which a group of New York banking in- 
stitutions had made eighteen months 
previously to eight London joint stock 
banks. Originally the loan, made for a 
period of six months, bore interest at 
4% per cent., but upon renewal for 
another twelve months. the rate was: 
raised to 5 per cent. The repayment of 
the advance, plus the interest, amounted 
to approximately $52,500,000, and in- 
stead of shipping gold to this country, 
or meeting the obligation through an 


exchange operation, the e 
banks deposited the gold with the Bank 
of England, where it has been kept ever 
since for the account of the Federal 
Reserve Bank. Shipment of gold at that 
time was hazardous and expensive, and 
all parties concerned readily agreed to 
the Federal Reserve Bank paying the 
maturi debt and having the de- 
posited In and ear-marked by the Bank 
of England. ‘ 

Recently the Bank of England in- 
quired whether the Reserve Bank would 
be willing to accept some of the gold 
which belonged to it, and the Reserve 
Bank officials gave an affirmative 
answer. Thereupon, the Bank of BEng- 
land arranged to ship gold from Can- 
ada, where it maintains a gold deposi- 
tary. Officers of the Federal Reserve 
Bank said yesterday that they ha@ not 
received the slightest intimation as to 
why the Bank of England desired to be 
relieved of the responsibility of acting 
as custodian for the gold belonging to 
the. Federal Reserve Bank which lodged 
in thewaults of the Bank of England. 
There was some speculation fr finan- 
cial circles as’ to the probable motive 
and among the igs gee advanced 
was that the bank had offered to re- 
turn the gold as a matter of courtesy. 

The importation of this so-called ear- 
marked gold is of no significance what- 
ever, according to bankers; and has not 
the slightest effect on the money situa- 
tion. The gold held by the Bank of 
engennd as agent or trustee of fthe 
Federal Reserve Bank has been counted 
as P od, of the legal gold reserves of the 
Federal Reserve system, exactly as if 
the gold were lodged in the vaults of 
the Reserve Banks. The wéekly state- 
ment of the Ne system has been 
carrying $52,500,000 as “ gold with for- 
eign agencies’’ ever since last June, 
and of the total amount, $18,112,500 has 
stood to the credit of the New York 
Reserve Bank. 

The announcement yesterday of the 
receipt of $5,000,000 of gold from Canada 
called forth considerable comment and 
specu ation in respect to a probable 

resumption of sold shipments.’’ Al- 
though in the last few months shipments 
of $1,000,000 and $2,000,000 of gold have 
been made from Canada, no large con- 
signment has been forwarded here since 
last August, when $6,000, -was re- 
ceived. Last year the gold. shipments 
from Canada in the first six months 
amounted to about $450,000,000, all of 
which was for.,the aceount, of the Brit- 
ish Government. ‘ 

This year our total gold imports, 
from all sources, upto April 19, amount- 
ed to only $10,561,000 and our exports 
totaled $13,685,000. Since Aug. 1, 1914, 
the excess of gold panporte over exports 
amounts to $1,047,180,000. 

There was some talk yesterday about 
the resumption of gold shipments from 
Canada having some relation to the re- 
cent remarks of Reginald McKenna, the 
British Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
to the effect that Great Britain was in 
a position where it could finance its 
own requirements if the United States 
took care of the needs of the other 

lies. Mr. McKenna was represented 
as seving that if the United States 
supplied funds to the other allies, thus 
lightening Britain’s burden, this country 
would no longer be asked to make ad- 
vances to ngland. Inquiry at the 
Federal Reserve Bank and among bank- 
ers who are usually well-informed on 
matters of this sort elicited the infor- 
mation that there was absolutely no 
connection between Mr. McKenna’s re- 
marks and the gold shipment. In fact, 
it was said that thus far the British 
Government had not made any new 
financial arrangements with the Ameri- 
can Government, and even if it had 
avr was no reason to expect gold im- 
ports. 


Finds Good-WIll Interest Taxable. 
The interest of the late Jacques 8.

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Although Volume of Business 


Increases, Trading as a 
Whole Shows Little Life. 


Although the volume of business on 
the local cotton market yesterday was 
greater than on Monday, the market as 
a@ whole seemed dispirited. A confus- 
ing series of reports regarding price- 
fixing apparently had only the effect of 
bewildering traders and causing them 
to reduce their commitments or with- 
draw. entirely from the market until 
the situation is cleared up. The break 
came in the final hour of trading, after 
@ quiet session, and the various con- 
tracts thereafter behaved according to 
their technical status. In July, where 
the short interest was still predominant, 
active covering sent prices up, while 
in the néw crop contracts, where the 
speculative element has been on the 
long side, liquidation sent prices down. 

The close was steady, with July up 25 
points, August up 29, October off 47, 
and the remainder of the list following. 
The net effect of the session, therefore, 
was to restore the premium of July 
over October, which had been so strik- 
ingly contracted on: Monday, to some- 
thing like its former proportions. Be- 
yond this, no considerable result was 
discernible, and nothing in the price 
movement indicated that the price-fix- 
ing stories were taken at their face 


value,

partnerships. The tax on the latter now 
is higher. Mr, Kitchen admitted that 
great injustice had thus been inflicted. - 

8. C, Pirie of Chicago, a member of 
the department storo firm of Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co., argued against the 
present tax on partnerships, as com- 
pared with corporations. He pointed out 
that there was no difference in incomes 
hence the law should make no differ- 
ence in taxes. He used his firm, a 
partnership, as an example. If it were 
@ stock concern, he said, its tax would 
be $1,000,000 less. It was‘at this juncture 
that Mr. Kitchin said the new bill would 
correct the inequality.
